of raw cabbage will give you more 

units of Vitamin C than twice the 
amount of cooked cabbage. 

Parsley is very rich in Vitamin C. 
Include it in your salads. Sprinkle 
it, finely chopped, over potatoes and 
other vegetables, and add it, just 
before serving, to stew, soup and 
gravy. Make parsley sandwiches for 
the children’s tea.
